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My dear Pat: 


I would appreciate any information you may be able to secure or any 
action that might be taken to assist Dr. Maximo Eduardo Jaraslavsky, 
a native of Argentina who was detained by the authorities there on 
November 19, 1975, and is presumably still in one of the prison camps. 


I am enclosing herewith a copy of a letter from the Rev. Charles Kyle 
of Our Lady of Lourdes Church, outlining some of the factors in 
Dr. Jaraslavsky ’s case. I don’t know whether your office has the above on 
file, but I certainly would appreciate any information you may be able 
to secure or anything you might be able to do to help this man. 


We, of course, are ready to provide all possible assurances of 
transportation, housing, and employment should Dr. Jaraslavsky be released 
and be permitted to leave Argentina.
